7 Of Crew Hurt, Passengers 
Stunned As Chinese Planes 
Blast Steamship Hoover

SHANGHAI, (Copyright, 1937, » By 
United Press)—Four airplanes bombed 
the crack American liner President 
Hoover today off the Shanghai coast. 

Seven crew members of the Dollar 
Line flagship were wounded, two seri- 
ously, the liner reported, and at last 
three passengers were stunned by the 
concussion. of the bombs. 

So gravely was the incident regarded 
that Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, Ameri- 
can fleet commander, at once cancelled 
all navy shore leaves, 

It was established apparently defin- 
itely that the planes were Chinese ones, 
seeking to sink a Japanese troop trans- 
port. 

The liner carried 263 passengers and 
@ crew of 320. 

Chinese officials, not denying that 
it was a Chinese plane which. did the 
bombing, said they were ready to as- 
sume full responsibility. 

It was only by the merest chance 
that the President Hoover escaped dis- 
aster. 

Three bombs hit the liner as it was 
nearing Shanghai after a trip to Man- 
ila with American women and children 
refugees. 

CALLED “ACCIDENT”

admitted today that one of their air- 
planes bombed the American Dollar 
liner President Hoover.

FIXED POPULATION FOR 
AUSTRALIA WILL BE 
7,500,000 


MELBOURNE (LP)——As a result of a 
steady decline in inmamigration and also 
in birth rate, Australia is destined to 
have a fixed population of only about 
7,750,000, according to official studies 
which have been CcOormpleted here. 

Geographically, tlhe country is al- 
most as large as the United States, but 
the tendency toward immigation in 
the past decade has steadily decreased. 
The decrease in the birth rate is at- 
tributed largely to tthe depression, but 
little hope is held Owit that it will ever 
increase to such arm extent as to af- 
fect materially the population as a 
whole. 

In fact, the birth rate has decreased 
so alarmingly that at present it has 
fallen to 166 for every thousand of 
population as agaimst its former rate 
of 27.4 per thousand. 

It is also estimated that Australia 
cannot hope further for more than an 
average of 50,000 inamigrants per year, 
which likewise will mever affect seri- 
ously the total population.
